Pennsylvania Siate Loan.

AT last the disgrace so0 long attached to our
State is to be wiped out, and the preparatory
ateps to the redemption of our overdue bonds
have already been taken. Elsewhere in our
paper to-day will be found the advertisement
of the Governor, Auditor-General, and State
Troasurer, asking for proposals for the loan
of $28,000,000, The loan is exempt from
all State and local taxation, and divided
into four olasses namely :—Five millions of dol-
lurs, payable at any time after five years, and
within ten years; eight millions of dollars,
payable at any time after ten years, and
within fifteen years; snd ten millions of dol-
lars, payable at any time after fifteen years,
and within twenty-five years,

The proposals for this loan must state
whether they intend to demand five or six
per cent. interest, and whether they will pay
cash, or exchange the overdue bonds, Ihe
proposals must be forwarded to the Captal,
with the direction “Proposals for Pennsylva- |
nia State Loan, Treasury Depariment, Har-
vishurg, Pa., U. 8. A" The scals will be
broken on the first of April, 1807, at noon, by
the Governor, Auditor-General, and State
Treasurer, and the loan awarded. The ad-
vantages of such an investmont must be ob-
vions to every capitalist. The security is
nndoubted, the interest is a high one, and the
length of time before maturing commends it
to all guardians and trustees, Much credit is
lue to Mr. W. H. Kemble, the Treasurer, for
the energy with which he has preased this be-
oming change in the financial policy of our
State,  The Legislature algso deserves thanks,
not for doing what is only its duty, but for

Reconstruction Commitiee, yestorday, re-
ported a bill in favor of reducing the entire

The bill is one of the
utmost importance, and, as all its ideas have
been thoroughly discussed for the past two
months, both in and out of Congress, Mr,
Stevens announces his intention of pressing it

Metiracken on His Travels—What He

Naw and What e said,

Tuwr Senate bhas succeeded in unearthing
the peripatetic eavesdropper and spy who
made it b's “special business” to wander
about Kurope, and “report” on the senti-
ments of our loreign ministers, He bears
the elegant patronymic of *“McCracken.”
The attempt to conpeect him with Mr, Charles
O'Conor, of New York, as his nephew, has
proved a fallure. Mr., ’Conor declines the |
honor, and says he doesn’t know the fellow—
he is “peither relative, connection, nor ac-
quaintance” of his. Who he is nobody
seems to know. He is merely MeCracken—
“only this, and nothing more!”’

His letter to the Preswdent is a miserable |
tissueof twaddle, and is oply interestine as
an illustration ol the kind of creatures that
now have the ear of the Administration,
and upon whose representations eminent cit-
zens lke Mr. Motleéy are subjected to insult
by our fallen and decrapit Secretary of
State. The substance of it is that he has
travelled a good deal in Europe, seen some-
thing of our Ministers and Consuls, and
found that a majority of them are “bitterly
uostile” to “your Administration.” Espe- |
cially is this true of those from “the New Eng- |
land States,” who seem to compose a majo-
rity of our representatives abroad, and who
are a “very indifferent set, individually and
collectively.” Mr. Motley, at Vienna, iz one
ot these “indifferent” fellows. He is *'dis-
csusted” with “your whole conduct.” He
don't conceal it. He applauds Charles Sum-
ner. He desplses American democracy. He
anys Seward is “hopelessly degraded.” He
(Motley) is a “flunkey.”

Nex! Is Murphy, the Consul at Tangler,
who “{s sald” (that convenient hearsay slan-
der) to bave cleared more than a hundred
thousand dollars, He is one of Zach, Chand-
ler's “tools,” and thinks “yon” ought to be
impeached. Hale, at Madrid, “condemned
your course in a malignant manner.” Some
of “my friends” who went to Morocco heard
MoMoth *‘rail violently and shamefully against
you, and so did Morris, at Constantinople.”
And so the unknown MeCracken “swings
around the circle.” Becoming lnspired by
his theme, he exclaims, “Radicalism of the
worst sort makes war upon you and your
frlends!™ “It is a shame to permit this
longer!” “Massachuseits monopolizes the
lion's share of the cousulates,” and Boston
has “no less than three ol the first misslons !
Oontemplating this irruption ol the universal

Yankee upon the feeding-ground of first-class
missions, McCracken grows patbetic, and
sxclatms :—“Is no other part of our country
to be consldered as worthy of notice? Must
Sumner, Butler, Phillips, Chandler, and the
like, engross all the honors for their satel-
lites P

Ordinary people would suppose that ibis
was & gentle hint to the President to bestow
a few honors on one of ils “satellites” by the
pame of McOracken. But po; MeCracken
resents the imputation. “1 want notbing at
your hands of any sort,” he exclaims : never-
theless he adds, “But fit and decent men

should be sent abroad, who will not slander

{he Chief Executive of the Government;” and

at the conclusion of his letter he adds the

significent note that “a friend will deliver
this note personally ” 11 MeCracken or his

THE DOUVBLE MURDEIL IN MAINE,
———

A Negroand a White Man the Murderers

—Arrest nnd Confession of the Negro—
The White Man Sure to be Arrested,
Ete, Ete.

Lewigron, Februsry 6,—The terrible morder
ol two ola women in Auburn, on the storm
Thurzday three or lour weeks since, 15 well
remembered us one of the most brutal aod
tiendish thut ever was recorded 1o the orimioal
culendar ot this couutry, I'wo old women were
ruyished, ano then murdered.

Seversl arrests have been made, bat until
now uil wiltempts 10 secore the really guiliy
parties huve been in valn. When the streag-
gling Frenchwuan was arrested some two weeks
0go, the double murder was enveloped in
preater mystery than over, and every trace ol
thie author of e hellish outrage seemed o be
obliterated. Bearch bad been made in every
direction for trace of & sieageler, bat although
# fortmight haa elapeed, sud cvery nelghbor-
hood had bheen aroused, yet none could be
beurd ol as =uspicions except the unfortunnte
Frenchman,

This nbsence of every trace of u strageler

| graduahly compehied the officerd to dismiss the

strageler theory, and contine their attentious
nearcy home, As goon s the guse came Lo Lthis
rowt, the authorities sent 1o New York and
seoured (he servicez of one of the best detec-
tives 1o that chiy, who quetly eame to Lewis-
ton aml Aubarn some wn days sioce, ana,
unkpown to any person except those specially
itercsted, proceeded 1o investigute the elrenm-
stances of the scene of the double murder, ans
mingled with the people in the vicinity in the
putee of an ordinary sieanger, converaed (reely
with everybudy who bad any information, aud

tock note of every circnmstance tnat hore upon
| the tragedy, and with the help of the local ofli-
Ccors lerreied outl évery tact.

The detective was satisged that the orime
was committed by some person or peisons well
seguninted with the premises, snd that there
wad proouble resson w0 suppose that money
might have been the onginal ubject in entering
the house, If not of the mun{cr. These nnd
other ficts threw suspicion npon w negro about
twenty years of age, who has been at work
some monihs in a shoe factory in West Anburn,
about hall & mile distant from the scene ol the
murder. He hnd been arrested previousiy, bul
Dxtl:;t;ﬁ nppesred against bim, and he was dis-
Chn ‘

He was, however, srrested s second flme and
contined i the Avburn jeil. From their in-
vestigations the oficers were enabled to luz
uefore the negro certaln developments, whic
led to & Tull confession thut he was one of the

tles engaged m the commission of ths
diabolical crime. nnd the further sigtement thut
# white wan was concernod with him m the
agouble murder. He confessed all the circum-
stances of Lhe orime, particulurizing the manner
in which admission was palned 1o the house
and the orime committed, The white man im-
phested by the negro will be srrested tonight,

wnd s lnvestigation had to-morrow,
